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President Will Recommend 
Commerce Commission Be 
Empowered to Review 
Classifications. 


TO HEAD OFF INJUSTICE. 


Special Legislation Will Be 
Necessary to Carry Out the 
Reform Plans of the 
Executive.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.—[Special.]— 
One of the means resorted to by the railroads 
to grant rate discriminations to favored 
shippers without violation of the interstate 
commerce law is through the juggling of 
classifications of goods offered for transpor- 
tation. 

President Taft holds this practice is re- 
sponsible for as much injustice as that which 
has flowed from the charging of different 
rates for the same service, and he is deter- 
mined that it shall cease. In connection 
with his other interstate commerce reforms 
be will recommend that congress empower 
the interstate commerce commission to re- 
view the rate classifications, both as to items 
and grouping. 

By itself a classification amounts to noth- 
ing. It is merely a framework for 4 schedule 
ef rates. Each class of classification has its 
own table of charges for the transportation 
of articles comprised within it. It thus be- 
comes possible to increase or lower a charge 
by the mere device of changing the class to 
which the article belongs. 


Hepburn Law in the Way. 


Tt is true these changes in the tariffs can- 
not be made as readily as was possible be- 
fore the enactment of the Hepburn lew. 

The Hepburn law requires common car- 
riers to print and post schedules of the rates, 
fares, and charges and classification of 
freight in force, and false classification is 
penalized by a fine of not more than $5,000 
or imprisonment for two years, or both. 
But what is proper and what is false classi- 
fication is difficult to determine. 

It is a comparatively simple matter to say 
to one shipper that his goods come within a 
clase which pays a low rate and to another 
that the same goods fall within another 
lass and should pay a higher rate. 

It should not be forgotten that different 
roads observing the same classification must 
charge different rates for the. same service. 
Conditions of haulage and density of popu- 
lation vary, causing difference of. cost of 
carriage. Thus a shipper sending freight 
from Chicago to Omaha by one line may find 
am apparently inexplicable reduction in cost 
by another line. It is inevitable that classi- 
fication, being based upon the estimated 
value, must result in discrimination, —̃— 


Committees Do — 


Anras dre fot at present dlrectiy re- 


eponsible for clagsifications in force, There 
exist classification committees which deter- 
mine the class to which a commodity shall 
belong, and these committees constantly are 
revising their work in order to prevent in- 
equalities and injustice. 

A uniform classification for the whole coun- 
try unquestionably would be ideal, but the 
difficulty in getting an agreement upon what 
constitutes uniformity is a stumbling block 
in the way of realization. 

The shipper is unwilling to commit himself 
to any uniform classification until he has 
seen the ratings and has learned the effect 
upon his business. 

The railway commissioners recommended 
a federal law giving the interstate commerce 
commission authority to prescribe uniform- 
ity in classification for interstate traffic and 
forbidding carriers to make exceptions to or 
depart from the use of such uniform rules, 
descriptions, minimum weights, ratings, etc., 
as the commission might order, except 
through the medium and means of commod- 
ity rates. 

On the part of practically all common car- 
riers there is a cordial sentiment in favor 
of the adoption of this recommendation, In- 
deed, a committee representing each of the 
three classification territories is now at work 
laying the foundation for a uniform classifi- 
cation by preparing for submission and ap- 
proval uniform rules. descriptions, and mini- 
mum weights. 


What the President Will Ask. 

It is the purpose of the president also to ask 
that the interstate commerce commission 
be authorized to suspend, modify, or annul 
any changes in rules or regulations of rail- 
roads which impose undue burdens on ship- 
pers. He will ask further that the commis- 
sion be empowered to prescribe rules and 
regulations under which shippers shall have 
the privilege of designating the route over 
which their shipments shall be carried, and to 
this end, that the agent of a railroad shall be 
compelled, on written request, to state in 
writing the legal rate over his line, includ- 
ing any joint rate to which his road is a 
party. 

The beneficial effects of the uniform prac- 
tice were shown by the act of 1908, which di- 
rected the commission to formulate regule- 
tion for transportation of explosives. Prior 
to this law accidents in connection with car- 
riage of explosives were of frequent occur- 
rence. Since the law went into effect only 
one minor accident hastaken place. There is 
no doubt the commission ought to have au- 
thority after an investigation to issue orders 
relating to the conditions under which traffic 
is transported, but not affecting physical 
operations of carriers. 


Power of the Commission. 

The commission now may establish a 
through route and joint rate “ provided no 
reasonable or through route ex " A ship- 
per usually finds it advantageous to employ 
an existing route, if rates and charges be 
reasonable. Nevertheless, there are cases 
where additional joint rates ought to be es- 
tablished, particularly when public necessity 
and convenience require. 

To prevent the railroads from suffering in- 
jury it is proposed that the commission shall 
have euthority to fix the proportion of the 
joint rate each carrier shall receive. 

Exception undoubtedly will be taken to the 
Dresident’s proposal to permit the railroads 


to make agreements on rates approved by |

filed in the probate court today by the legal 
firm of Wilson, Moore & McIlvaine. 

The Murdoch fortune is estimated to de be- 
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bankers, there will be hesitancy about buying 
the $22,000,000 of collateral bonds to be of 
fered, though the persons immediately inter- 
ested in the deal asserted the security back 
of them would be ample.

What Ie Back of the Stock? 

The strongest criticism of the financial 
scheme was that even if the security be- 
hind the bonds was sufficient to meet the 
principal upon maturity in 1927, there was 
nothing among the assets for the $40, 000,000 
ef stock. It was conceded that the earnings 
of the City railway would be equal to more 
than the bond interest, but the City railway 
franchise will expire in 10927, and the assets 
at that time will be, it was declared, fnsuf- 
ficient to more than meet the total bond 
issues which will be directly and indirectly 
a lien on the property. 

Another development was that J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. are as much interested in the City 
railway company as ever, for they appear te 
be the underwriters for the big end of the 
proposed bond issue.

He officials so far forgot the Iroquois theater 
disaster that a theater fire at the present time 
might easily bring about a repetition of the 
horror which plunged a holiday city into 
gloom six years ago yesterday? 

Such was the question, based on an affidavit 
of a theater inspector, raised at the sixth} 
annual memorial service of the Iroquois Me- 
mortal association in Willard hall last night. 
Today the statement will be sent to city offi- 
clals in the building inspection and police and 
fire departments, with the suggestion that a 
rigid inspection of all theaters iu the city 


nances are being obeyed. | 
Contents of the Statement. 

The statement read before members of the 
association and relatives of the victims of 
the Iroquois holocaust was as. follows: 

“This being the sixth anniversary of the 
rroquols theater fire, it seems the proper 
timie to ascertain to what extent the public 
has profited by way of protection by this sad 


occurrence. 


> 


after the fire all theaters 
were closed, and were not allowed to open’ 
until the proper changes he i been made re- 
garding exits, etc., to insure against such a 
recurrence of this dreadful disaster. Arc 
lights, such as the one causing the fire, were 
not allowed to be used, and not until one de~ 
signed covering all the requirements were 
any used at all. A city fireman was stationed 
at each theater, whose duty it was to see that 
all appliances to fight a fire with were in- 
stalled, and were in working order, and in a 
convenient place to use. Heads of each de- 
partment of the stage force were assigned to 
certain places about the stage, and instructed 
what to do in case of fire. After six years 
what are the conditions? 

“Here they are: The city firemen have 
been removed, and in many places incom- 
petent men have replaced them—men who do 
not know. how to fight a fire; just such a man 
as was stationed at the froquois theater on 
Dec. 30. 1908. and his first words were: For 
God's sake, why don't some one turn in the 
alarm?’ ‘This same man at times acted as 
stage doorkeeper. — a 


Stage Exits Closed. 

“The stage exits are either locked or else 
blocked up with scenery lamps, or properties, 
and the only means of exit is through a door 
no more than two feet wide,not in all theaters, 
but many.. Fire extinguishers are not in good 
order. many having leaked out: Pike poles, if 
any, are hidden among stage braces and 
border poles in some corner or out of the way 
place, Arc lights carried by companies on the 
road are, .when they reach Chicago, in 3 
trigbtful condition and do not have the neces- 
sary protection on them; strip lights and 


tiom are not passed for use by him, but either 
the house or road electrician is told to make 
the necessary changes before attempting to 
use the same. But the inspector does not re- 
turn to see if the required changes have been 
made, and in many cases the changes have 
not been made and amps. etc., are used. 

“Should a fire again occur on the stage 
the one protection to the audience would be 
the steel curtain, but if this should fall to 
work, God help them, for conditions are as 
I have stated. The instructions to the heads 
of the stage departments are forgotten, they 
neglect their duty, and, as was said after 
the fire, who is to blame?” 


Based on an Affidavit, 

“This statement is based on a certified 
statement or affidavit from an inspector in 
a theater which I received today.“ said Mrs. 
Maud Jackson, who presided at the meeting. 
“Our city is greatly agitated over the graft | 
situation, but it is not agitated over the 
question of protecting the thousands of peo- 
ple who go to the theater. 

“ After the Cherry disaster there was an 
investigation. After Collinswood there was 
an investigation. And after the Iroquois 
disaster there was an investigation. But 
the time for these investigations was before 
the disasters happened. We do not decry the 

theater. We enjoy it and desire to patronize 
it, but not at the menace to thousands of 
lives which are daily endangered.“

in Chicago must go. Weare sending the men 
to the Criminal court and we're going to con- 
tinue the plan. If we have to get the evidence 
at the racetracks to convict, we'll get it there. 

The new poolroom project may take a lot 
of these fellows out of Chicago. It won't take 
them all, perhaps, but they will quit doing 
business.” 


Tennes Heads Contribution. 


Mont Tennes it was learned also is the chief 
of the combination of gambler factions which 
is planning to reopen the old Dearborn Park 
poolroom at Clark's station, Ind., tomorrow. 
It developed that the rivalry between the new 
Murphy service and the old time Payne racing 
news service has become keen and the gam- 
bling syndicate is undecided which shall be 
installed in the new poolroom. 

Police and gamblers alike see in the combi- 
nation, with Tennes its acknowledged head, a 
cessation of hostilities between the warring 
factions, as the new alignment includes all 
except the west side operators, who for some 
time have operated independently of the 
handbook men in other sections of the city. 

All factions had to be taken in to prevent 
the poolroom from being @the target for 
„bomb No. 384.“ a high police official said. 
The police, however, are on the alert for a 
hitch in the plans and a possible rupture 
which may mark the beginning of a new series 
of bomb outrages. 


Twenty Men in Project. 


A police investigation of the project indi- 
cates that not less than twenty men &re con- 
cerned.

The Payne people have had it all their 
own way in furnishing racetrack informa- 
tion in this part of the country ever since 
the Western Union stopped supplying it until 
a few weeks ago. The Murphy service is 
owned by five brothers. They have cut into 
the Payne company’s business severely.”

Police Swoop Down on Palace“ 
on Seventh Floor of; Building. 


SEARCH ALL CHINATOWN, 


Lai King Arrested, Accused of Keeping 
‘*Prisoner’s “ Clothes. 


Two women, one a girl of 20, half clad 
and shivering, were rescued from a Chinese 
den on the seventh floor of the old building 
at 321 Clark street late yesterday afternoon 
by Inspector John Wheeler, in command of 
the Harrison street police district. 

The rescue, made after the inspector had 
received an anonymous telephone message, 
developed revelations concerning the luring 
of white giris into the Chinese quarter which 
caused the inspector to issue orders that 
every house in Chinatown be searched for 
white women. 

Miss Edna Morgan. the younger of the 
two, and Mary Moy, 25 years old, are being 
held at the Harrison street station, and Lal 
King, a Chinese merchant found with the 
women, is under arrest. 


Says Citnaman Kéeps Olethes. 

The police official found the three in a 
squalid back room seated about a table. 

J want to leave this place, but the China- 
man won't give me my clothing, said the 
Morgan girl, as she shivered. ‘“ Yes, they 
bring other girls here. Sometimes there are 
fifteen or twenty girls. 

“My home is in St. Louis, and my par- 
ents are still alive. I came to Chicago about 
three months ago and meta Chinaman at a 
chop suey restaurant one night. He led me 
up here and I have been here since. 

Mary Moy said she was married to a China- 
man. She wept when asked concerning her 
parents and said they lived In Chicago, but 
refused to give their names or address. 

The old building in which the women were 
found is called Chinatown’s Palace and 
the Morgan girl told the inspector that often 
young girls not more than 17 years old were 
taken to the place to meet Chinamen. 

King denied the young woman's story and 
said he had never refused to give her her 
clothing. He was booked on a disorderly 
charge, as were the two women. Their 
cases will be heard by Judge Fake today. 

Inspector Wheeler instructed Sergeant 
John Duffy and his squad of detectives to 
keep a close watch on the Palace and 
the chop suey restaurants to which the 
police believe the young women are lured. 


Will Report Wheeler to Steward.

400 Undertakers in Chicago.

Three Viears General, Chancellor 
and Nine Others Appointed. 


CHICAGO SCHOOLS IN LEAD, 


More Pupils in Parish Institutions Here 
than in New York City. 


Thirteen important new appointments of 
Catholic church officials for the Chicago 
archdiocese were announced yesterday by 
Archbishop Quigley. They include three 
vicars general, a chancellor to succeed for- 
mer Chancellor E. M. Dunne, new bishop of 
Peoria; two members of the diocesan coun- 
ell, a dean of Cook county, a diocesan at- 
torney, and members of the various church 
boards in the district of which Archbishop 
Quigley is the head. 

After the appointments had been an- 
nounced at a meeting of the councilors of 
the archdiocese the archbishop made thea 
information public. The fact was revealed 
also that the Chicago archdiocese now has 
more parochial schools and more pupils at- 
tending them than the archdiocese of New 
York, which had been regarded as the leader 
in the United States. 

Bishop Dunne's successor as chancellor is 
the Rev. Edward F. Hoban, D. D., who has 
been assistant chancellor and a teacher of 
mathematics in Holy Name Cathedral col- 
lege. Hoban is not yet 30 years of age and is 
the youngest Catholic diocesan official in 
the United States. He was born in Chicago. 
Degrees of doctor of divinity and doctor of 
canon law were given him at the Gregorian 
university In Rome and a degree of doctor 
of philosophy at Aquinas academy in Ronfe.

Former Employes Remembered 
in the Will of C. W. Marks. 


SHOE STORE GIVEN TO FOUR. 


Housekeeper, Maids, and Country Club 
Servants Beneficiaries. | 


Former employés, business associates, 
friends, and personal sérvants—all those who 
had served him and all from whom he had 
had kindness—are named as beneficiaries in 
the will of C. W. Marks, former millionaire 
shoe dealer. The document is to be filed for 
probate within a few days. Nearly $1,000,- 
000, it is said, will be divided among about 
200 persons. 

He had no immediate relatives. 

The stock of the C. W. Marks Shoe com- 
pany, a Chicago concern from which a large 
portion of the founder's fortune is said to 
have been made, is given, without incum- 
brance, to four employés, who have been con- 
nected with the company for a long term of 
years. 

The value of the estate is estimated at 
351,500, 00. Charles B. Corser, manager of 
the Marks Shoe company, and Mrs. Corser 
are named as joint executors and residuary 
legatees. The will gives Mr. Corser 400 of the 
500 shares of the shoe concern and names 
him as president of the company. The other 
100 shares are distributed between F. J. 
Rost, John G. Moehlman, and F. S. Atherton, 
salesmen of the company. 


Single Gifts Range Up to $10,000. 

At least $200 is bequeathed to every person 
who ever was in his employ, either in busi- 
hegs or as personal servants. To the em- 
ployés mentioned by name in the document, 
$2,000 is the smallest amount given, rang- 
ing from this figure to $10,000 for those who 
had served him longer. 

Mr. Marks died on Dec. 18 at 2967 Mich‘gan 
avenue. He came to Chicago in 1868 from 
Plainfield, III., to which town he moved from 
Massachusetts in 1860. Although he was a 
member of no church and never contributed 
to any organized charity in this city, Mr 
Corser asserts that he contributed large sums 
in individual charities. 

Just before his death I Jearned thai Mr. 
Marks was supporting twenty-five young 
persons, mostly tuberculosis sufferers, said 
Mr. Corser. “ Young Women and men with 
whom he became acquainted and who néec. 
ed help received money from him for years. 
He sent those suffering with consumption 
out west to sanitarlume and paid all their 
expenses.“

Mr. Murdoch died early Christmas morn- 
ing. atter a two years illness, at the age of 
81. Never having merried, his persona! be- 
quests are centered largely in the fame 
of his two brothers. To the widow and chil- 
dren of James Murdoch he left $900,000, and 
$400,000 to the son and two daughters of 
John Murdoch, to be held in trust, the in- 
come to be divided equally, and on the death 
of each one-third of the principal is to be 
paid to the heirs. 

In addition, the two nieces, Blanche and 
Jane, are to receive $30,000 each, as well as 
the greater part of the household effects and 
personal property at the Murdoch residence 
at 2180 Prairie avenue and at the Metro- 
pole hotel, where he died. The nephew re- 
ceives $10,000 outright in addition to his 
share in the trust fund. 

The will stipulates that the money let the 
children of James Murdoch shall be dis- 
tributed when the sons are 21 and the daugh- 
ters 25 years of age.

the convention of scientists. The discovery 
of the error was made in a voyage to England. 

The general effect on transatlantic vessels 
is to throw them to the northward of their 
course, One of the peculiarities of the error 
is that it turns the vessel’s head always 
toward Newfoundalnd, whether bound east 
or west. 


Discuss Commission Government. 

Government by commission must have had 
red ears today if it was listening to the 
proceedings of the American Historical and 
the American Economic associations in the 
chamber of commerce, The subject under 
discussion was the physical valuation of pub- 
lle service industries, and both W. H. Win- 
jams, vice president of the Delaware and 
Hudson railroad, and Frederick W. Whit- 
ridge, receiver of the Third Avenue railway,_ 
took strong stands, in their addresses be- 
fore the delegates, against present tenden- 
cies both in national and atate legisiation. 

Mr. Whitridge contended that any physical 
valuation made today of his properties might 
be worthless tomorrow “ unless science were 
changed.“ 

Inventors Disturb Valuations. 

„Otherwise said he, “after the public 
service commission has got everything com- 
fortably and irrevocably valued, some inven- 
tion may come along and upset the whole 
official edifice by revolutionizing the bual- 
ness.“ 

Mr. Williams argued against the system of 
accounts promulgated by the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

“The commission.“ he said, requires the 
carriers to pay out of earnings many items 
which should be capitalized. Charging these 
items to expenses correspondingly reduces 
net returns and impairs ability to pay a fair 
wage to employés and a reasonable return to 
the Investor.”

AMBASSADOR BRYCE TALKS 


Discusses Far Eastern Problem Before 
Meeting at Rochester of Volunteer 
Movement. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Rochester, N. T., Dec. 30,—{Special.]—The 
second day’s session of the sixth interna- 
tional convention of the Students’ Volunteer 
movement was addressed by Ambassador 
Bryce of Great Britain, who dealt at length 
with the conditions which prevail among non- 
christian countries. 

It seemed at one time during the ambassa- 
dor’s address that he would strain his hith- 
erto diplomatic reserve to the point of break- 
ing when he came to a consideration of the 
far eastern problem, It appeared from the 
speech that the representative of England 
had views of his own as to the gathering 
rumors of a yellow peril. 


Hopes Conflict Will Not Come. 

People are afraid of a conflict of races. 
People think that some of the great ancient 
races of the east may be led intola mortal 
struggle with European peoples, he said. 
“If our attitude to was governed by 
Christian principles, there would be no risk 
of any such conflict. I hope and I believe 
that it will be averted; but I am sure t 
it will be averted if we try to apply in our 
national policies those great Christian princi. 
ples which we profess The sense of human 
brotherhood never was needed more than 
at this critical moment. It is needed not 
only by missionaries and not only for mis- 
sions, it is needed by all who come in contact 
with those races; needed by business men 
who go there for business; needed. by A- 
clals; needed by soldiers and sailors; needed 
even by travelers.” 


Rule Against Applause Broken. 

The convention hall was decorated, in honor 
of the British ambassador, with the flag of 
Great Britain and the flag of the United 
States intertwined and draped about the 
platform. Although there ie a y en- 
forced rule against applause at the sessions, 
when the presiding Officer presented Mr, 
Bryce the entire audience arose and cheered 
for several minutes. :

Sinking Fund Possibilities. 

The earnings of the City railway would be 
sufficient to pay all interest charges and pro- 
vide for the sinking fund which before 1927 
—the limit of the present ordinance—would 
be sufficient to retire enough of the bonds 
to bring them well within the total assets 
applicable to the collateral trust issue. Even 
those who found most fault with the finan- 
cial plan are wiling to concede that, with a 
sinking fund and the free assets as they now 
stand, the security would be equal to the 
bonds outstanding at the time of their ex- 
piration. 

But there is an odd little phase which de- 
velops in this connection. 

When the ordinance to the City rallway 
was granted, the purchase price agreed on 
was $21,000,000. No bonds were then out- 
standing. Had the property been sold at 
that time there would have been $21,000,000 
to be distributed over the $18,000,000 capital 
stock, making the latter worth 11606 a 
share. 


Shares Shrink in Value. 

Now there % $22.000,000 of bonds to be de- 
ducted from the purchase price of $38,000,000, 
leaving only $16,000,000 applicable to the 
stock. This makes the shares worth but 
$88.88 each. In other words, the more re- 
habilitation or the more bonds issued, the 
smalier the book value of the stock grows, 
and 1 is this stock which i the principal 
asset reckoned upon as security for the $22,- 
000,000 collateral trust bonds of the Chicago 
City and Connecting Lines. 

The working out of values, therefore, is 
much along the lines of the old Mother Goose 
riddle, something like this:

Bonds Underwritten at 90? 

The relation of J. P. Morgan & Co. and the 
price received, or to be received, was partly 
disclosed during the day. While no official 
statement was had, it was believed in La 
Salle street that the proposed §22,000,000 of 
bonds had been underwritten by J. P. Morgan 
& Co., the IiNnoig Trust and Savings bank, 
and the First Trust and Savings bank at 90. 
This would bring in $19,800,000. 

There would be paid 100 per cent in cash, or 
$18,000,000 for the $18,000,000 capital stock, 
leaving a surplus of $1,800,000 to be used for 
other purposes. Accompanying the purchase 
price would be a certain portion of the pro- 
posed $15,000,000 preferred and $25,000,000 
common stock, so that the Morgan syndicate 
would receive par plus this stock, as egainst | 
the $200 a share whigh the syndicate paid 
three years ago. This is a considerably bet- 
ter price, however, than the stock would re- 
ceive on the basis of a distribution of assets. 


New Concern No Corporation, 
Still another development was the fact that 
the Chicago City and Connecting Ratiways 
is a Massachusetts concern, reputed to be 
wholly different in various aspects from the 
ordinary Lllinols corporation. One. banker 
said it wae neither a company nore corpore~ 
tion, but an association in which the 4880 
clated members were without liability.

Interests Buyers, Not City, 

“It makes no difference what the capital -

MARKET A BUSY PLACE. | 


Different Lines of Trade Seem to 
Be Divided Among Vari- 
ous Races.

NAGY SZEBEN, Hungary, Sept. 24.~—The 
railroad map of Hungary looks like a wheel, 
the lines which radiate from the capital being 
the spokes; but there is no rim and, as I 
have often found, to pass from one of the 
outlying counties to another, it is necessary 
to return to Budapest or half way. 

It has been stated that this condition is due 
to a deliberate plan so as to prevent free 
communication amongst the different na- 
tionalities which encircle the Magyar Ab 
Id. Probably this charge is not justified. 
It is certain that many of the remote coun- 
tles have lines of communication with the 
capital which do not and cannot pay for many 
years, but to reach Nagy Szeben, an ancient 
Saxon city of 30,000, one must leave the main 
line and travel by local train, slow as it is 
primitive. It would seem that such an im- 
portant city deserves better treatment. 

To make the journey of twenty-seven miles 
from Kis Kapus to Nagy Szeben requires 
over two hours, and this is a little better 
than the average time of local trains. On 
the way we cross a low watershed and are 
elways in a rough, broken, irregular, thickly 
settled valley, and all under cultivation, with 
corn and wheat fields and vineyards. The 
valley and hills are treeless except for pop- 
lars about the villages. 


Many Roumanian Villages. 


We pass many littl Roumanian villages; 
and the intensity of the life here revealed is 
perhaps as great as any I have seen in Hun- 
gary. At every station we take on or let 
off many Roumanians, who are driven about 
and shouted at by the Magyar conductor in 
a way that lends color to the charge that, by 
the dominant race, the Roumanians are 
treated with contempt. 

This is not the first time that I have seen 
the Roumanians, and the impression grows 
that they repregent a stage of culture a trifle 
lower than that of the Magyars. How much 
this may be explained by lack of ability and 
how much by lack of opportunity, I cannot 
yet say. That there has been a lack of op- 
portunity there is no doubt; but their vil- 
lages are characterized by a looseness and 
an untidiness which I have not yet found in 
the Magyar or Saxon villages; and while the 
Roumanian costumes are rich in color and 
wealth of decoration, they reveal also more 
dirt and more rags than I have seen else- 
where. They seem to stand about half way 
between the Magyars of the Alföld and the 
gypsies. 

In the Saxon Town. 

Beyond the watershed, we entered the 
drainage of the Czibin, which joins the Okt 
and flows across Roumania. As we approach 
the Saxon capital, the valley opens out, is 
richer in quality, orchards abound, and near 
the city itself is a great flat, splendid plain, 
up out of which rise tall poplars and the 
church spires of Nagy Szeben. In ten miles 
we have passed from a purely primitive peas- 
ant community to another middle aged Teu- 
tonic fossil, looking for all the world Hke a 
bit of the Rhineland. As in other Saxon 
towns, the names over the shops are not 
Magyarized names of Jews but of Saxons, 
written characteristic German form. 

This city was once the capital of Transyl-. 
vania and nearly two thousand years before 
the ancient name of Hermannstadt had been 
degraded into Nagy. Szeben, it was the 
Roman Sibilu. 

The market is one of the most interesting I 
have seen and overflows from two great 
market places in the heart of the city into 
the side streets. Here are hundreds of little 
wagons, with neatly pleited willow beds, 
laden with wheat, fire wood, and potatoes. 
Only with difficulty can one make one’s way 
through the long lines of women, standing or 
sitting on the rough stone streets, With their 
little supplies in front of them. 

Here one may buy anything and everything 
which the country afforde—ducks, geese, 
chickens; embroidered shoes, fine old leather 
boots. clumsy moccasins; fine fruit and veg- 
etables of every description; honey and pea- 
nuts; tons of cabbages and miles of braided 
onions; wagonloads of paprika and water- 
melons; fine cauliflower; butter, cheese, 
watercress, and big réd tomatoes; old clothes 
and new clothes; baskets and sieves and all 
sorts of agricultural implements; lhuscious 
Turkestan melons and fine pears, plums, 
peaches, and apples; a quarter of a mile of 
mushroom: an acre of the finest flowers I 
have seen in Hungary; wagonloads of primi- 
tive green o rown glazed pottery much like 
that found in the market place at Oaxaca. 

There are, besides, little booths. hundred 
in number, of merchandise. the most interest- 
ing being those where broad leathern belts, 
beautifully ornamented in black and yellow 
designs, are sold. 


Division of Trades Among Races. 

But the people are the real attraction and 
in the products sold by the different groups 
one can get an interesting insight into the 
ecohomic conditions of the community. Thus 
it appears that the few Magyar women of 
the county are the breadmakers. The Sax- 
ons are in complete contro] of the dairies 
and the fruit and vegetable farms; they also 
control almost exclusively the bazaars of 
merchandise. Basketry and much of the 
grain and staple vegetables, such as pota- 
toes, cabbage, etc., are in the hands of the 
Roumanians. The mushroom section of the 
market is entirely Roumanian. 

The market reveals an astonishingly wide 
variety of costume. Scarcely any two are 
dressed exactly alike. The picturesque is 
largely confined to the Roumanian and a 
few Magyar girls. Looking down the long 
line of Saxons, behind the little dairy stands. 
one sees nothing but chunky women, wear- 
ing heavy blue skirts, light blue waists, blue 
aprons, and blue kerchiefs about their heads. 
over which are low, broad brimmed straw 
hats. . 

They all wear boots and when you pass in 
front of them they all look at you with kindly 
blue eyes. The Magyar women, to tell the 
truth, are fairer to look upon. The maidens 
wear their hair in a long braid down the 
back, while the young married women wear 
it in a coll, so tightly drawn around about 
the head that they cannot wink. In their 
skirts and bodices is much color and in their 
leathern jackets is a wealth of embroidery. 


Roumanians Most Picturesque. 


But the real picturesqueness is among the 
Roumanians. Take the crowd behind the 
little stands of mushrooms, of which many 
varieties are here offered, and in the costumes 
of a dozen individuals one finds more color 
and decoration than in all the Saxons and 
Magyars combined; also more dirt and more 
barefooted individuals. Practically every 
Saxon woman wears shoes or boots. The 
feet of not half of the Roumanians are shod. 
That they live a poorer and harder life is 
also revealed in their faces, They have a 
way of wearing their hair which also 
heightens their careless appearance, but, 
after all, there ie intelligence in their faces 
and a light in their eyes which reveals the 
long years of suffering and contemptuous 
treatment which they have undergone. As 
you come upon a group for the first time 
you might easily imagine yourself looking 
at some of our western Indians, so sharply 
— they stand out from the Saxons and Mag- 

ars. 

Of the interesting churches of Nagy Sze- 
ben I have seen nothing, but in a palace fac- 
ing the marketplace, built in the last 
tury by a Baron Brukenthal, once governe 
of ania, there is a rems mu- 
seum. Here is not only e rich collection

Out beyond the old city, with its curving 
streets, are the modern buildings of the late 
Magyar period. Here are the municipal 
buildings and a garrison of the Austro-Hun- 
garian army of 3,500 men. 

The alispan in charge of the affairs of the 
county was not talkative. Apparently the 
fact that the county of Szeben is third in 
Tranéylvania in American emigration was 
distasteful to him. Sixty-six per cent of the 
county are Roumanians, nearly all Greek 
orientals; 28 per cent are Sagons, 4 per cent 
are Magyars. The Saxons and the Magyars 
belong to the Evangelical church. Only two 
counties in Transylvania have a larger per- 
centage of Saxons. The highest emigration 
from the county was in 1906, when over 2,000 
went to America. It seems likely that the 
emigration for this year will exceed that 
number. It certainly would, in the alispan's 
estimation, Were it not for the new las. 


No Great. Estates. 

There are no great estates in the county 
and no nobility. The people go to America 
in order to get money to buy land and their 
success in this quest has greatly raised the 
price of land. As itis, any peasant who owns 
fifteen acres is considered a rich man. I was 
not able to learn from the alispan whether 
the Saxons or the Roumanians make up the 
bulk of the American emigrants. I inferred 
from what he said, however, that the ma- 
jority of them are Saxons.. Saxons own 
more land in proportion to their numbers 
than do the Roumanians. It is the alispan’s 
opinion that the Roumanians are not so ad- 
vanced as the Saxons and possess neither 
their education nor the intelligence which 
goes with it; otherwise they are just as de- 
sirable citizens as the Saxons. 

He admits that money which has been re- 
ceived from America hag benefited the coun- 
ty, for, owing to the fact that the emigrants 
are Saxons or Roumanians, and not Mag. 
yars, the socialistic movement has not made 
much headway in the county. There is no 
industry in Szeben and the county itself 
owns the uplands, pastures, and forests. The 
little village of Toporcsa is recommended by 
the alispan as characteristically Roumanian 
in every respect and is one which furnished, 
in proportion to its numbers, the largest 
American emigration. 


Parade of Well Dressed People. 

The street in front of the hotel tonight is 
thronged with peasants, with larger num- 
bers of well dressed Saxon men and women, 
and an unusually large number ot officers in 
gay uniforms and white kid gloves. There 
are so many officers that their right arms 
are in a state of perpetual motion of salu- 
tation. The garrison here is one of the 
largest in Transylvania, for the pass just 
south of Here into Transly¥ania id one of 
the most important in this section of the 
kingdom, and there is ever present a feel- 
ing that, in case of trouble in the north, 
Roumania might attempt to seize Transyl- 


vania.

RUMORS WILL NOT DOWN, 
Mystery Surrounds Last Days of Brit- 
ish Nobleman.

PARIS, Dec. 31.—All Paris is stirred by 
the rumors surround the death in an 
obécure hotel today of Earl Percy (Henry 
Algernon George) of London, a member of 
the B:rfMish parliament and formerly under 
secretary of state for foreign affairs. 

Despite persistent reports that the earl 
was the victim of a duel with a fellow coun- 
tryman, the police tonight reported his death 
was due to natural causes.

Authority was conferred upon the execu- 
tive to abolish the tobacco and alcohol mon- 
opolies, indemnifying private stockholders 
for the loss of their holdings, which now be- 
come the property ot the state The revenues 
from these monopolles, which netted as high 
as 14 per cent monthly, are to be used for the 
payment of the interest on the English loan. 
which went into the pockets of Zelaya and 
his relatives. 

This action was received with tremendcus 
enthusiasm. The sitting was tempestudus 
throughout, 

A vote of thanks was proposed to Andrew 
Carnegie on the strength of a lispatch from 
the United States, published here, quot ng 
him as ready to donate $20,000,000 to assure 
peace in Gentral America. > 

In the district court today a motion was 
made to annul a promissory note of $60,000 
in favor of Zelaya, on the ground that he 
obtained it under threat. A number of sim- 
flar actions are pending. 


Diaz Gives Advice to Zelaya. 

Mexico. City, Dec. 3#0—That President 
Diaz today gave José Santos Zelaye a little 
friendly advice in regard to talking to news- 
paper representatives, and whispered in 
his ear that it would be wise for him to refrain 
from so freely expressing his opinions, was 
admitted by Zelaya's secretary tonight, when 
he returned a card to a newspaper man with 
the remark that the ex-dictator of Nicaragua 
had just adopted a policy of refusing to be 
interviewed and would have nothing more to 
say for public for a period of six days. Just 
why six days was named he would not en- 
plain. 

Zelaya’s visit at the national palace lasted 
a half hour. He was received by President 
Diaz in the green room. The introduction 
was by Lieut; Gol. Samuel Garcia Cuellar, one 

t the aids of President Diaz, and not by the 
pfficial introducer of ambassadors. Conse- 
quently the meeting was devoid of official 
character and Zelaya was received as a pri- 
vate citizen. , 


Discuss Affairs in General. 

Zelaya and Diaz chatted for several min- 
utes and then Col. Cuellar withdrew. It is 
believed that after Zelaya tendered his 
thanks for the kindness of President Diaz 
in allow him asylum on the Mexican gun- 
boat affairs in general in Central America 
were discussed at some length. 

To a friend today the Nicaraguan exile 
said that after he had been in Mexico for two 
or three months he would goto Belgium, and 
at Brussels personally superintend the edu- 
cation of his children. 

Dr. Groesbeck Walsh of Chicago, formerly 
acting United States consul at Corinto. 
Nicaragua, and now on leave of absence from 
his duties in the United States hospital at 
Colon, Panama; passed through here today 
and asserted that Zelaya was looked upon 
as a martyr and a hero by the people of 
Central America. 

Dr. Walsh reached Salina Cruz from Cen- 
tral America on the date of the arrival at that 
port of Zelaya and was on the same train 
that brought the ex-president to this eity. 
Zelaya recognized the doctor and shook 
hands with him. 


Chicagoan Talks of Outrages. 

Speaking tonight of the situation in Nie- 
aragua and other Central Américan repub- 
lics, Dr. Walsh said that he knew it to be a 
fact that when Zelaya wae in power he had 
caused to be intercepted consular reports. 
had muzzied the press, and in many instances 
had committed outrages gainst Americans 
in Nicaragua. He declared the papers of 
Costa Rica are bristling with paragraphs 
such as “Down with the Yankees,” we 
must stand together, “ Zelaya is a martyr.” 

The doctor believes that under the Madris 
régime, and particularly since what he 
termed the backdown of Mr. Knox, con- 
ditions, in so far as Americans are con- 
cerned, will be much the same as in the past, 
if not worse. 

He declared the American consuls in Cen- 
tral America never have been backed up by 
the state department in Washington when 
they gave true reports of indignities heaped 
upon Americans there, and that the Central 
Americans, knowing that to be a fact, take 
advantage of it.

Ottawa's official round of gayeties will 
open New Tear's day with a reception to 
the public at parliament house by Ear! Grey, 
governor general of.the dominion. The gov- 
ernor general's reception has especial sig- 
nificance to Canadians this year, ap it is 
to be his last public greeting to the people of 
the capital. 

Earl Grey’s five year term as representa- 
tive of the crown terminates next fall. His 
administration of the government has been 
signalized by intense interest in all internal 
affairs of the dominion and he has endeared 
himself io the people. Ottawa is planning 
to show its regard for him by the warmth 
of its New Year's greeting. 

Discussion as to Earl Grey's successor has 
been rife for some time. The list of Eng- 
lishmen who have filled the position of gov- 
ernor general in Canada is a distinguished 
one, including Earl Grey's most recent prede- 
cessors, the earl of Aberdeen and Lord 
Minto, at present vicerey of India. The 
movement started recently to petition the 
English government for the appointment of 
the duke of Connaught, the king’s brother, 
to succeed the present governor general has 
been taken up throughotu the dominion, and 
will result in some informal representations 
being made to England. 

Canada Hopes for King’s Visit. 

Canada's latest dream, voiced in the speech 
of Senator Beleourt at a banquet in this city.

Chief Special Agent Ray and five other spe- 
cial agents are on their way to traffic cen- 
ters along the Great Northern between St. 
Paul and Seattle and other Puget Sound 
points, where, Great Northern officials say, 
other arrests will be made. 

The complaint of the Great Northern al- 
leges that Carbon is the proprietor of a 
labor supply depot, and charges him with 
disposing & transportation received for em- 
ployés of the company to persons who were 
not under contract to the company and had 
no intentions of 80 being. 

Carbon was arralgned in the Municipal 
court and granted a continuance until Jan. 
6. He was released on a 6800 bond. He 
ig a leader among the Greeks and Italians, 
and has agencies in the old country. He is 
reported to be wealthy. He said tonight that 
his only connection with the employment 
agency was that he worked occasionally to 
obtain Italian laborers for another man, who, 
he said, was the real proprietor. 


How the Frauds Were Worked. 

The frauds are said to have been worked 
thus: The headquarters in St. Paul would 
make application to the maintenance de- 
partment for transportation for a band of 
laborers, ostensibly bound for work on the 
right of way. When the transportation. was 
obtained the laborers paid for the tickets 
and were sent to some point along or near the 
main line of the Great Northern, where they 
engaged in work for private persons. When 
they wanted to return they applied to a per- 
son in the nearest large traffic center, and 
he obtained, through the St. Paul head- 
quarters, transportation back to St. Paul. 
and, in some cases of late years, further 
east. For this the laborers paid full fare. 

It is alleged that the money from the gale 
of tickets was made up into a fund by 
the leaders, and the agents along the line 
received a rich portion, the rest going into 
the pockets of the chief manipulators.

Stock Exchange Governing Body 
to Act on Report on 
Manipulation. | 


New York. Dec. 90.—[{Specia).}—Investiga- 
tion by the stock exchange committee of the 
Rock Island scandal of last Monday, when 
the stock went up thirty points and then fell 
back again, all in fifteen minutes, has been 
completed. This statement was given out 
by Secretary Ely today: 
The special committee appointed by the govern- 
ttee on the 27th instant to investigate 


Although the strictest reserve is being 
maintained by the committee and the gov- 
ernors, it is generally believed that the clos- 
ing of the Rock Island incident will be ac- 
companied by disciplinary measures. 

Foflowing the custom of the exchange the 
testimony taken will not be made public 
when the action of the governing committee 
is announced, It is anticipated that official 
information will end with the results of the 
investigation in an expression of infliction of 
penalties. or in the exculpation of the mem- 
bers concerned. 

At the time of the investigation into the 


| affairs of A. O. Brown & Co. it was promised 


that all facts developed would de given out, 
but by the time the investigation had been 
concluded the committee changed its mind 
and the new precedent was not established, 

The special committee having in charge 
the inquiry into the Rock Island episode 
consists of Francis L. Eames, J. Tatterbury, 
and Ernest Greesbeck. All are members of 
the governing committee and as such had 
plenary power to call before them any mem- 
ber of the exchange and examine his books 
and loan sheets. They also can compel any 
member to divulge the name of his principal. 
If the buying orders in Rock Island can be 
traced to a common source it is obvious, ac- 
cordingly, that the source is now known to 
the investigators and to the governing com- 
mittee. 

Penalty for Violating Rules. 

The punishment of members found gulity 
of violating the rules of the exchange con- 
sists of expulsion or suspension for not more 
than a year. Expuision follows conviction for 
serious offenses, such as fraud or fraudulent 
dealings, and a member cannot be convicted 
of such infractions of the rules without @ 
two-thirds vote of the governors. 

* Acts detrimental to the welfare of the 
exchange are punished by suspension for 
not more than one year, and a member may 
be adjudged guilty of misdemeanor in this 
regard by a simple majority vote of the gov- 
ernors. Over nonmembers, of course, the 
exchange has no jurisdiction.

“Reform” ‘Senator Sees Hope 
Only in “Turning the 
Raseals Out.“ 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.—[Special.}]— 
The advance guard of statesmen returning 
to their public duties from the holiday cele- 
brations reached Washington today. It con- 
sisted of Speaker Cannon and Senator Win- 
iam Lorimer. 

President Taft is in New York, where he 
today attend a wedding, but with the 
restoration the governmental sphere of 
the high volt: ge of Illinois thought force em- 
bodied in the speaker and junior senator, it 
already is apparent that the wheels of pub- 
lio progress are moving once more. 

Mr. Cannon went to his residence, and 
@pent the evening before a grate fire,discours- 
ing of many things to a group of newspaper 
men, but not for publication.“ Mr. Lort- 
mer disappeared from the railway station, 
and according to a vague report wes holding 
mysterious and important conferences with 

unknown persons on the state of the nation. 
Instead of going to the Young Men's Chris- 
tian association, where he lives while in 
Washington, he registered at a hotel, and 
then became lost to view. 


Mr. Lorimer, Reformer, Alarmed. 

Mr. Lorimer, it is understood, is consider- 
ably alarmed over the stateofthenation. He 
believes that sweeping and drastic reforms 
are imperatively needed in the body politic, 
and it is to bring this matter to the attention 
of President Taft that he has hastened to 
{Washington in the midst of the holiday sea- 
eon. 

The junior senator has discovered unspeak- 
able conditions in the government service at 
Chicago, it is understood. He is convinced 
that the administration of most of the offices 
in the federal building is rotten tothe core 
and that the only eure lies in turning out the 
rascals. Mr. Lorimer takes the position that 
it is the duty of President Taft to rid the 
middle west of unfit federal officials, and the 
junior senator stands ready to designate 
those who should be sacrificed first. 

In this reform policy the senator is not 
merely iconoclastic. He is ready to build up 
where he tears down, and Mr. Taft can have 
from him for the asking, a list of exemplary 
citizens for appointment to the vacancies. 

Mr. Lorimer, it is understood, is fired with 
an uncommon. ardor in pursuing this reform. 
Politicians here learned today that the sena- 
tor was bound for Washington to see the 
president, not as a suppliant but as repre- 
sentative of the Republicans of IIlinois.“ As 
a result the senator's friends now have no 
doubt that with this determination Mr. Lori- 
mer will succeed in gaining access at last to 
the White house.

Publishers of New York American Lose 
Appeal in Peonage“ Libel Against 
J. D. Rockefeller Jr. 


New York, Dec. 30.—[ Special. ]—The ap- 
pellate division of the Supreme court armed 
today the conviction and $500 fine of the Star 
company, publishers of the New York Ameri- 
can, for publishing a libel accusing John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. of “* peonage.”’ 

The defendant complained that the cha!- 
lenging of one of the jurors was improperly 
conducted. Justice Scott said that the juror’s 
chief defect appeared to be that he was too 
intelligent and consclentious.“ The juror 
said he was prejudiced against the Hearst 
newspapers.

PROHIBITION WAVE CUTS 
MILWAUKEE BEER SALES. 


Internal Revenue Collector Explains 
Falling Off in Output of Commodity 
That Made the City Famous. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 30. —[([Special.j—In 
the last four months there has been a falling 
off of nearly 80,000 barrels in the output 
of Milwaukee beer, as shown by the tax re- 
ceipt records. In the fiscal year ending July 
1, 1900, there is shown a reduction of 321,255 
barrels from the amount sold in the previous 
year. 

Internal Revenue Collector Henry Fink 
attributes the decrease in business done by 
Milwaukee brewers to the effects of the pro- 
hibition wave which has swept over the coun- 
try, but expresses the opinion that the sale 
will rally. 

“Considering the great odds which the 
beer industries are facing, it may be said the 
demand for Milwaukee beer really is increas- 
ing,” said Mr. Fink. The hope for Mil- 
waukee beer is in the development of a good 
thirst arising from good salaries paid in 
places where beer is not prohibited.“ 

The tax imposed is ‘$1 on each barrel of 
peer.

It works all right in the Virginia Western 
State Hospital for the Insane at Staunton, 
ateording to the annual report of te R- 
stitution received in Chicago" 

Every official of thé hospital [[r hands 
with every patient once daily and notes h's 
physical condition at the same time. Thus, if 
the patient, still clasping your hand, lands a 
left flush on the jaw, his condition can 
readily be diagnosed as feverish. 


Say ‘‘Diagnoses’”’ Are Easy. 

Some staff physicians are said to have be- 
come so expert in their diagnoses of hand- 
shakes that a pecullar twitching of certain 
fingers indicates whether to look for a cross 
counter to the head, or aripping uppercut for 
the body. 

Occasionally, the. spirit of peace and good 
will oozes from the pores of a patient, and 
then the staff physician feels that his super- 
intendent’s discovery is a success, indeed. 

This,“ the report says, “ inspires kindly 
feeling and gives the patients aa opportunity 
to talk to the physicians,’ 

Dr. O. C. Wilhite, superintendent of the 
county institution at Dunning, is at least 
doubtful of its efficacy. 

J cannot see why a handshaking treat- 
ment should be any more beneficial to an in- 
sane patient than a normal person,“ he said, 

‘and politicians are the only specimens of 
the latter who are crazy about it. 

“It is not elevating, and in some cases 
might be prostrating. You can visit a patient 
and talk about his case without taking the 
chance of a left cross”’ to dull your pro- 


Dunning—yet.” 
Dr. Podstata Not Enthused, 

Dr. V. H. Podetata, superintendent of the 
Northern Hospital for the Insane at Elgin, 
was visiting Dr. Wilhite, and with him con- 
sidered the question. 

“To some persons—notably the attending 
physicians — the handshaking treatment 
might be as dangerous as the removal of the 
vermiform appendix usually is to patients,“ 
said he. On the other hand, many a person 
has deftiy been operated upon for appendici- 
tis and survived, and such good fortune 
might be in store for mild and scientific medi- 
cal men. When I say scientific I do not use 
the term in the Queensberry sense. No, I will 
‘have no experiments at Elgin.“ 


DR. E. J. JAMES FIGHTS A BILL. 


Head of University of Illinois Opposes 
Federal Grant to Washing- 
ton Institution. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.— [Special. 1 
President Edmund J. James of the University 
of Illinois has launched a campaign of op- 
position to a bill pending in congress for a 
grant of federal aid to the George Washing- 
ton university, a private Institution of learn- 
ing at the capital.

Automatically there will spring into legal 
authority to replace the state board of chari- 
ties and the.local board of trustees, the board 
of administration, the charities commission, 
and the boards of visſters for each of the 
seventeen state charitable institutions. 

Duties Are Divided, - 

The board of administration is the execu- 
tive board, supplanting in all aspects the 
local boards of trustees and the state board 
of charities in all administrative or quasi- 
administrative powers of its service. 

The charities commission succeeds to ‘the 
visitorial, inspéctional, critical, and recom- 
mendatory duties of the state board of chari- 
The local boards of visitors are purely: 
visitorial and recommendatory boards, serv- 
ing. one board for each state charitable in- 
stitution, as dependencies of the central 
charities commission. 

The change is brought abeut by ‘the new 
charities administration act passed by the 
Forty-sixth general assembly.

wrongly granted. He is, however, free to knight

Princess Allee of Bourbon, who is due here this week 
from Italy, 1s the youngest daughter of Don Carlos, the 
pretender to the throne of Spain, and is accompanied 
by her second husband, Lieut. Lino del Prete, a retired 
subaltern of Italian cavalry. Her eldest sister is Arch- 
duchess Blanche, wife of Archduke Leopold Salvator of 
Austria; another sister is married to Prince Fabrizio 
Massimo at Romé, While the third and remaining one 
is Princess Elvira, whose elopement with the Roman 
painter, Folchi, a married man, was a source of much 
scandal ten years ago. 

Princess Alice, who, with her husband and children, 
will reside while in thid country with their brother-in- 
law, Luigi Ripamonto, a prosperous manufacturer, was 
married at Venice by Pope Pius X when still patriarch 
of Venice, to Prince Frederick Schoenburg-Waldenburg. 
This union was dissolved by a divorce granted at Dres- 
den in 1908 and was annulled three years later by the 
Roman Catholic church through a decree granted at 
Rome in May, 1906. There is a child by thie first mar- 
riage,.a boy, born on June 2, 1902. Although he still 
figures in the Almanach de Gotha as a prinee of the 
house of Schoenburg-Waldenburg, yet there is litigation 
in progress on the part of the agnates of the family 
of the princely house in question to Geprive him of its 
name and title on the plea that he is not the offapring 
of the prince, though born in wedlock. They base their 
pretensions on the extraordinary evidence given by both 
Princess Alice and Prince Frederick at the divorce trial 
at Dresden. 

Princess Alice has two children by her second hus- 
band, whom she married civilly immediately after her 
divorce and ecclesiastically after the annulment of the 
marriage to her first husband. For those who might be 
disposed to judge her harshly it would be well to recall 
the treatment to which she and her sister were sud 
jected by their father, Den Carlos. One of the reasons 
her marriage to Prince Frederick Schoenburg-Walden- 
burg Was annulled was that she had been forced into 
it by her father, whose cruelty Was largely responsible 
for Princess Elvira's flight from her unhappy home 
with the painter, Folchi.

Lord Carrick did not prosecute the company in his 
private capacity dut in the name of the government 
mand in behalf of the government board of trade. He is 
a useful peer. For after Sasigning his commission in 
the Yorkshire regiment he became one of the govern- 
ment inspectors of the department of agriculture in 
Ireland, where, as Viscount Ikerin, he rendered valua- 
ble services in promoting not only the agricultural but 
also the manufacturing industries Emerald iste. 
Two years ago, prior to his succession to earidom, 
he figured as an expert witness in an important lawevit 
at Dublin in connection with the Irish linen trade, and 
was able to give much technical information to the 
court in regard to the production of the fabric from the 
raw material. He has had many odd experiences as 
inspector, his duties in connection with which occa- 
sionally have led him to disguise himself as a la- 
borer in order to purchase samples of the food sold to 
the pooret classes, notably the butter. 

Lord Carrick is descended from the same ancestry as 
the marquis of Ormonde, and, like the latter, his 
patronymic is Butler. His viscounty of Ikerin, in 
County Mpperary, dates from the reign of James I. and 
his earldam was bestowed by George II. in 1748. But 
for the omission of a formality in ancient times, Lord 
Carrick would be the premier earl of Ireland. Hie an- 
oestor, Edmond le. Botillier, was created on Sept. 1, 1816, 
earl of Carrick, in County Tipperary, by Edward 11. of 
England for his services in fighting the Scotch. 


* 


The records bear testimony that he received the 
feudal seigneuty of the castle and manors of Karryk, 
Macegriffyn, and Roscrea, for himself and his heirs, 
“sub nomine et honore comites de Kartyk.” But in 
those days mere patent was not sufficient for the 
creation of an earl. It was necessary, in order to com- 
plete the dignity, that he should be “belted.” ‘Tne 
ceremony of bélting was, for some reason or other, 
omitted or néglected in the case of this Edmond 10 
Botillier, earl. of Carrick. Hence, although the descend- 
ants of Edmond le Botiller continue to enjoy the lands 
and the feudal rights bestowed upon him by Bdaward 
II., the earldom was regarded a8 nonexistent, owing 
to the dignity not having been completed until the 
reign of George II. 

The present earl, the seventh of his line, i married 
to @ daughter of Col. Lindsay, a member of the family 
of which the earl of Crawford is the chief, and has 
four children, two girls and two boys, the latter being 
twins.

TAFT BUYS PHILLIES’ PARK 


Fogel’s Vote for Ward Said to 
Be Linked with Realty Deal. 


| 99 YEAR LEASE FROM OWNER 


Statement to Press States Quaker City 
Men Control Club Proper. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 80—[Special.J]— 
Mystery surrounding Charles P. Taft's con- 
nection with the Philadelphia National 
league baseball club was unveiled today 
when the Cincinnati millionaire purchased 
the big park at Broad and Huntington streets 
from John I. Rogers and A. J. Reach fora 
consideration chat is said to be slightly above 
the $200,000 mark. The deed was filed in 
the name-of Mrs. Annie Taft, wife of Charles 
P. Taft. . 

As soon as the papers were signed the 
ground was leased to President Fegel and 
associate owners of the Phillies for a period 
of ‘ninety-nine years, with privilege of pur- 
chase inside of twenty years. 

Both President Fogel and Charles MW. Mur- 
phy, the Chieago owner, who represented 
Mr. Taft in the transaction, asserted that the Cin- 
cirinat] man’s connection with the club was con- 
fined» exclusively to the real estate. 

Mr. Taft does not own a dollar’s worth of 
stock in the Phillies,’ was the comment of Presi- 
dent Fogel. “* He took’over the as an invest- 
ment and also to strengthen the position of the 
National league in Philadelphia.“ 

Mr. Taft is at present in New York, where he went 
to attend the wedding of his niece, Mies Louise 
F. Taft. He was not in this city when the trans- 
fer took place, but was represented by Murphy. 
The price paid wes $250,000, plus a few incidentals 
to the extent of several thousand dollars. 


Formal Statement to Press. 


President Fogel prepared a plausible and forma! 
etatement for the newspapers in which he ex- 
plained the club’s position. He declared that when 
he and his associates purchased the Philadelphia 
club they were not aware of the fact that the option 
on the park property expired Jan. 1, 1910, He had 
been told that the lease had seven years more to run 
and naturally presumed that the option also would 
run longer. ' 

‘When confronted with these conditions Mr. Fogel 
undertook to raise the capital to exercise the option 
but found the time too short to obtain such a large 
sum. hen it was that Murphy, who had advised 
Fogel in the deal for the club and hed secured his 
vote at the recent league election, suggested that 
Mr. Taft migh: be willing to purchase the park and 
lease it to the Phillies. 

Local fans are skeptical of these suave explana- 
tions and still believe Murphy and Taft have some 
string other than @ real estate interest in the club. 
Fogel's conflicting statements regarding his back 
ers confirm this suspicion.

Government's Brief Declares 
Justly Convicted. 


REVIEWS FRAUD ON BANK 
Contends Petitioner’s Lawyers 
Advance Only Captious 
Criticism. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.—[Special.J— 
John R. Walsh of Chicago in a brief filed by 
the government today was denounced as @ 
law breaker who had been fairly and justly 
convicted of gigantic. misapplications of 
funds of the Chicago National bank for fur- 
therance of his private enterprises. 

The government opposes at every step the 
application made by Walsh’s attorneys to the 
United States Supreme court for a review of 
the decision of the Appellate court, which up- 
held the verdict of guilty. 

The brief, which was prepared by Solicitor 
General Lloyd W. Bowers and District At- 
torney Edwin W. Sims, contends that the 
Walsh attorneys have brought forward only 
captious criticism and academic hair splitting 
as the basis of their position. 

On two points of objection. that of the pro- 
priety of consolidating counts in one indict- 
ment and that of alleged error in Judge An- 
derson's instructions, the government calls 
attention to the fact that similar objections 
were raised in the recent application of 
Morse, the ice king.“ for a writ of certiorari 


and were overruled by the Supreme court. 


Score Bank Directors. 

In their scathing arraignment of the for- 
mer Chicago banker the government's at- 
torneys call special attention to the fact that 
the directors of the bank paid little or no 
attention to its management and that 
Walsh was engaged “in the promotion of a 
large number of uncertain and highly Spec- 
ulative enterprises. He was trying (o boom 
these enterprises, all of which had issued se- 
curities. 

As he could not dispose of these securities 
to the pubiic,” continues the brief, he re- 
sorted to the funds of the bank, over which 
he had absolute control. The petitioner em- 
ployed various methods of securing this 
money from the bank and deceiving the di- 
rectors as to his actions. He would first make 
direct and unsecured loans to these enter- 
prises in amount not exceeding $100,00U, the 
legal limit upon loans to any one corporation 
or individual, the capital of the bank being 
$1,000,000. g 

He would then cause the bank to purchase 
bonds of these various enterprises and they 
would be placed in the bond account as in- 
vestments of the bank. By the rules ot the 
clearing house of Chicago, bonds held as in- 
vestments had to be listed so they cowid be 
scrutinized by the clearing house comniittee. 
This naturally placed a limit upon the num- 
ber of bonds of this character which couid 
be held in the bond department. 


Fictitious Notes Used. 

“ The petitioner then devised a method of 
raising money upon fictitious notes. The 
name of some person, without his Knowledge 
or authority, would be signed to a note by the 
discount clerk of thebank. This note usually 
was for an amount between $90.000 and $100, - 
000, or just within the, legal limit. 

With this note would be deposited $100,000 
of bonds of these various enterprises, which 
could not be sold or used as collateral in any 
other place. A cashier’s check would then 
be made out payable to bearer and it would 
be deposited by Walsh to the credit of his 
personal account with the bank. When the 
bonds of these enterprises were sold. a bond 
department check would be made out to 
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whose daughter, brother, and seven members 
of the latter’s family are accused of steal- 
ing nearly $100,000 from his bank, took the 
witness stand in Judge Tuthill’s court yes- 
terday to testify against his relatives, 

He told a story of how he rose from pov- 
erty to his present position with wealth of 
more than a quarter of a mililon dollars. He 
said he came to this country from Italy 
eighteen years ago and he peddled jewelry 
through the Pennsylvania coal regions to 
make a living., Three years later he came to 
Chicago, bought his first piece of real estate 
and started to build his fortune. 

“Then I brought my brother, Francesco, 
and his family over to this country,“ aid he. 
They didn’t have any money and I paid 
their way and kept them at my houge for a 
month. They took my money, day”by day, 
and left me with only a small part of what 
I had a few years ago.” 


Seeks to Shield Daughter. 


Despite the fact that the banker's 17 year 
old crippled daughter, Angelina, admitted 
she stole over $97,000 from her father’s bank 
and gave it to the relatives, the father de- 
clared his love for her and said he believed 
her innocent of any intentional wrong doing. 

The crippled girl on the witness stand, said 
she was induced to steal the money by her 
uncle and hie family. In return she said his 
son, Michael, was to marry her. 

A former receiving teller of the bank, D. 
Costello, testified that Mollie Schiavone, a 
daughter of Francesco, had deposited large 
sums of money in the West Side Trust and 
Savings bank. 

$2: Did you ever notice anything peculiar 
about the deposits Mollie made?’ asked As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Fleming. 

„es, answered the witness, the de- 
posits were always im currency and I noticed 
that the money was always in a wrapper that 
showed that the bills came originally from 
the Schiavone bank.“ 

„% To whose credit did the money appear?’ 

“To Francesco Schiavene’s credit.“ 


Sees Rolls of Bills Given. 

Abraham Taft, a jeweler, who rents space 
in the Schiavone bank at Halsted and Taylor 
streets, testified that he often had seen th- 
crippled daughter of the banker hand large 
rolls of bills to her cousin Mollie. 

That the Italian bank was in good condi- 
tion during the disturbances of 1907 was 
testified to by a number of witnesses, who 
declared that the institution had paid cash 
on demand to all depositors when the other 


„banks were issuing paper. 


The banker will resume his testimony 
today, and Assistant State’s Attorney Flem- 
ing expects to draw from him important 
evidence before he is turned over to Attorney 
Barasa for cross examination.

IN DEFAULT OF A $25 FINE. 


Violator of 1 O’Clock Closing Ordi- 
ance Tells Judge Gillen That He Is 


Penniless. 


Saying he was penniless and unable to pay 
a fine of $25 for violating the 1 o' clock saloon 
closing ordinance, A. Maretreble was com- 
mitted to jail yesterday.

Homeseekeers’ Rates Remain; 
New Santa Fe Train to the 
Pacific Coast. 


Railroads of the United States during 19@ 
construc 8,478 miles of new main track, 
which involved an expenditure of more than 
$150,000,000, according to records compiled 
by the Railroad Age Gazette from official re- 
ports of the railways. During the same 
period 3,775 miles of main tracks were 
equipped with block signals. 

This record of new mileage shows an in- 
crease of nearly 300 miles over 1908, when 
3.214 miles were built, and is one indication 
of the return of prosperity to the roads. The 
1008 record, however, was the lowest since 
1904, when, 3,882 miles were built. The best 
of recent years, according to the Gazette's 
statistics, was in 1006, when 5,623 miles were 
bullt. In 1907 there were 5,212 and in 1905 
4,388. The greater part of the new construc- 
tion in 1900, as in previous years, was in 
the territory west of the Missouri river, and 
a large part was on the new transconti- 
nental lines, the St. Paul's Puget sound ex- 
tension and the Western Pacific. 


Much Work on Safety Devices. 


The 1909 record for block signal installation 
is one of the largest and indicates an im- 
portant improvement in railway safety. Dur- 
ing 1908 only about 900 miles of track were 
equipped with this device. 

Locomotives ordered during the year num- 
Dered 3,350, as compared with 1,182 in 1908, 
while 4,514 passenger cars and 189,360 freight 
cars were ordered from the manufacturers. 
In 1908 only 1,189 passengers and 62,069 
freight cars were bought. 

Homeseekers’ rates from Chicago and the 
middle west to the western states are not to 
be advanced next year. as was recently de- 
cided upon. Sotne of the roads have refused 
to join those that wished to advance the 
rates, and notice will be served today that 
the present rate of $30 from Chicago to Colo- 
rado and of $19 from the Missouri river to 
Colorado is to be retained. The plan was to 
ad vance the maximum rates $5 from Chicago 
and $2.50 from the river.

Doubts Power to Act. 


State’s Attorney Wayman has no present 
intention of investigating the milk trust,” 
and United States District Attorney Sims 
declines to etate whether he will attempt 
action. From one of his official staff it was 
intimated that Mr. Sims has doubts as to the 
interstate commerce law fitting the Borden 
case, and a trust agreement among the milk 
dealers is even harder to prove. 

A federal prosecution under the interstate 
commerce law might lie against the con- 
densed milk business of the company, the 
producers say, but the fluid business prac- 
tically is protected. 

The objection to proving a conspiracy for 
the raising of the price of milk was pointed 
out in THe TRIBUNE On Sunday, as the Bor- 
den concern assumes the right of dictation 
to the producers, and the rival bottling plant 
concerns can do nothing but await their 
schedule and then announce it as their own. 


Collusion Hard to Prove. 


On March 15 and Sept. 15 the Borden prices 
are announced at Elgin for the Chicago dis- 
trict. Then the contracts are laid before the 
milk producers and they have the privilege 
of signing without previous intimation of 
what they will receive, or rejecting the pro- 
posal and having no market for their product. 
At that time the representatives ot the other 
big Chicago distributers like Mix, Wanzer, 
Bowman and others, get their first idea of 
the schedule and immediately telephone or 
telegraph it to their employers in Chicago. 

Hence the difficulty of praving collusion. 
Borden's, however, the majority of pro- 
ducers believe, intends to be a trust, and they 
charge efforts are being made to extend its 
sway by purchase and crushing from coast 
to coast. 


Claims Money Is Being Lost. 


In the face of Tae Täisunts authentic 
figures and the exposé in New York the Bor- 
den company is standing by its guns. Ac- 
cording to John H. Marsh, the Chicago man- 
ager, his concern is losing money on every 
quart of milk sold. He denied knowledge of 
any investigations, and then said: 

Tes, we are losing money at the pres- 
ent time, about one-tenth of a cent on each 
quart of milk sold. Our business will be 
conducted at a loss during December and 
January, but that is usually thecase.”’ 

In order to refresh Mr. Marsh's mem- 
ory the figures compiled from the admitted 
contract rates and published by Tux Tris- 
UNE are submitted. The freight rates are 
about ½ cent a quart, making the Borden 
expenses for marketing about 4 cents.
